Editorial ... 


What does the future hold for Albany? Will it become a 
progressive city, eagerly embracing with foresight the oppor- 
tunities offered to upgrade it—or will it develop into a city 
dedicated to permanent open space, where the taxes are so high 
many of its citizens will be forced to leave because they can no 
longer afford to pay them? 

The City Council has passed on a development which will 
not only give a boost to the city’s tax base and increase its 
assessed valuation, but will also provide the residents with an 
Overlook Park at the top of the Hill, plus 22 acres of permanent 
open space which will remain on the tax rolls, while acting as 
| @ buffer zone between local residences and the park. 

The main goal of the developers, Interstate General Devel- 
opment Corporation, was to save part of Albany Hill for open 
space, and they have shown their good faith by offering to 
dedicate the 22 acres surrounding their property to permanent 
open space and donating two acres at the top of the Hill for the 
park. They have also allocated $600,000 to the City for the 
balance of the property needed for the park in accordance with | 
the Park and Recreation Department's General Plan. 

Most Albany citizens have long admired the Hill, and hoped 
that much of it could be saved for its esthetic value, but never 
before has a plan come before the City which could accomplish 
this in a way that would also bring in needed revenue, by pro- 
viding the City with PERMANENT OPEN SPACE ON WHICH | 
TAXES WOULD CONTINUE TO BE PAID. | 

Opponents of this development, who profess to be “friends” | 
of Albany Hill, are currently circulating a petition requesting 
that the Council either repeal the ordinance which granted Inter- 
State General Corporation a rezoning on a portion of their 
property, or put it to a vote of the people of Albany. 

According to reports, the petition claims that the Council 
“failed to provide clearly for the permanent guarantee of the 24 
acres of unobstructed and accessible space as provided by the 
developer.” While, according to Council members, and under 
the conditions set down for the developer's use permit, Inter- 
state General Corporation is obligated to maintain and keep 
the aforementioned acreage as permanent open space. | 

If the City loses this opportunity to develop a broader tax 
base from this construction on the west side of the Hill, while 
gaining much desired permanent open space and a park at the 
top of the Hill, they may never get another chance, as the ad- 
verse publicity generated by this group of objectors, may cause | 
future developers to seek other areas, thus leaving Albany with | 
a declining population and not enough revenue to keep the city | 
solvent.
